Americans 
generally do not approve of Mussolini and his autocratic metho< s 
and would like to get a good deal more from Italy in Payment of 
the American debt.

is overthrown now, we may not get anything at all.

Old Debts and New Loans 


American loans and investments abroad are rolling up right 
along, surpassing both principal payments end interest payments 
from our foreign debtors. There is possibly half a billion a year 
due our investors in dividends and interest, but most of it remains 
abroad, being reinvested there, along with the new loans. 
How long can this tost? What it a m o u n t s to is that we are 
still lending Europe money to pay her old debts, and lending it 
faster than we are getting it back. 
Sooner or later American 
capitalists will probably get tired of this one-sided business, and 
turn their money into domestic investment. Then Europe will owe 
us right along, more than she is getting from us in new cash. 
One of two things must happen then. Either the debtors will 
default in payments, or the debtor countries will send us a steady- 
surplus of goods in lieu of money. 
The latter would mean an excess of imports over exports for 
the United States, usually interpreted as “unfavorable trade bal- 


ance.” 
. 
It might depress American industry, though that is by no 
means certain. Those who think it would do so have a good argu­ 
ment for discouraging new loans to old debtors, and urging the use 
of American money for the development of American resources.

Hectic days m arking the departure 
of young men for service In the Union 
Army, im portant battles during the 
Civil war, L ee’s surrender at Appo­ 
mattox. return of the battle-scarred 
veterans and finally the assassination 
of Abraham Lincoln in Ford’s theatre.

The bell was brou gh t here by J. H.

Burgess, who operated a trading boat 
betw een East Liverpool and New O r­ 
leans. 
W ith their boat, “ Wheeling Glass 
T rad er 
No. 
18,” 
the 
two Burgess 
brothers, In charge of a cargo of p o t­ 
tery' and glassware and other m erchan­ 
dise, started down the Ohio In the fall 
of 1860. 
Stops were made at various 
towns where p art of the cargo w as 
sold to merchants. 
A t that time w a r 
betw een the North and the South w as 
threatened. 
In the fall the brothers 
reached a small tow n where the A r­ 
kansas river empties Into the Missis­ 
sippi river. 
Here th ey met another 
trader, H. E. Gilmore, a native of C in­ 
cinnati, whose boat w as loaded with 
machinery, enroute to th e cotton plan­ 
tations of the South. 
People of the south, believing war 


was Inevitable, had placed a boycott 
upon northern-made goods. 
Morris, 
realizing that he would be unable to 
dispose of his cargo at a profit, b a r­ 
gained with the tw o Burgess brothers 
for a bell, purchased at Cincinnati for 
a southern plantation.

Then Europe will owe 
us. right along, more than she is getting from us in new cash. 
One of two things m ust happen then. E ither the debtors will 
default in payments, or the debtor countries will send us a steady 
surplus of goods in lieu of money. 
The latter would mean an excess of im ports over exports for 
the United States, usually interpreted as ^unfavorable trade bal­ 


ance.”

Those who think it would do so have a good aigu 
ment for discouraging new loans to old debtois, and uiging the ust 
of American money for the development of American resources.

Perhaps it is not so much that all of them arc incapable of 
reform as that most of them are willing to take advantage of the 
easy pardon and parole system s th at prevail throughout the coun­ 
try. 
lf every “ repeater,” appearing for a second offense, were 
automatically barred from the benefits of pardon or parole and 
made to serve the full term of his sentence, the great pastime of 
getting into mischief while out on parole might become less 
popular.
